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MP warns of'opportunist' building dangers 


CHERWELL is an "open goal" 
for "opportunist" housing 
developers after council 
bosses lost another housing 
appeal, Banbury MP Sir Tony 
Baldry said. 

The Conservative MP spoke 
after Cherwell District Council lost 
a fifth planning appeal over 
building homes in the district's 
villages. 

The Planning Inspectorate 
overturned its veto on a scheme 
for 65 homes in Adderbury, south 
of Milton Road. 

It brings the total number of 
homes approved on appeal to 
more than 500 since October. 

The inspectorate's Tim Wood 
approved the controversial plan as 
he said the council could not 
show that enough homes were 
being built. The council has to 
ensure that enough homes are in 
the pipeline to meet demand for 
the next five years. 

The council had also not 
finalised its "Local Plan" - a 
planning policy document that 
lays down where it will allow 
major estates to be built in the 
future. 

Sir Tony said: "I think this is 
very disappointing. 

"However, planning inspectors 
have repeatedly made it clear that 
if Cherwell is going to resist 
opportunistic planning 
applications, it needs to have both 
an agreed Local Plan and a 
predicted five-year housing supply. 

"It's quite clear that until they 
do, I'm afraid this is something of 
an open goal for developers." 

The council is bidding to buy 
land from the Ministry of Defence 
at Graven Hill, Bicester, for 1,900 
homes. 

Sir Tony said: "Hopefully the 
situation will change very speedily

for developers when Graven Hill is 
signed, as it's clearly a substantial 
development." 

And he said once the Local Plan 
was adopted, it would give much 
more protection to the council. 

It had been submitted to the 
Government, but a public inquiry 
had yet to take place before it 
could be approved or rejected. A 
hearing is set to be held in July. 

Cherwell planning chief 
Michael Gibbard said: "While the 
decision to permit this 
development may help Cherwell 
make up the shortfall for the five- 
year land supply, it completely 
contradicts everything that 
localism is supposed to stand for. 

"Cherwell and Adderbury Parish 
Council are not averse to 
accepting development within the 
village. 

"Adderbury's emerging 
Neighbourhood Plan and 
Cherwell's proposed submission 
Local Plan both recognise the 
village as a sustainable location to 
accommodate additional housing. 

"However, despite both parties 
taking proactive steps to identify 
alternative, more suitable sites, the 
voice of the local residents and 
councillors has once again fallen 
on deaf ears." 

Last October, developers won 
appeals over 145 homes east of 
Bloxham Road, near Salt Way, 
Banbury, and 70 off Bourne Lane, 
Hook Norton. 

Two further applications for 75 
homes off Barford Road, Bloxham, 
and 85 near Milton Road, 

Bloxham, were also approved. 

And last month a further 85 
properties in Banbury Road, 
Deddington, were also passed on 
appeal.

ONE of the county's main 
colleges has been given the 
thumbs-up by Ofsted in its 
first inspection in six years. 

Banbury and Bicester College 
- which was once part of 
Oxford and Cherwell Valley 
College - was visited by 
inspectors in December. 

The college now comes 
under the umbrella of Activate 
Learning, which also includes 
Oxford City College and 
Reading College. 

The newly-published report 
rated it as "good" in all areas, 
apart from "outcomes for 
learners", where it was told it 
required improvement. 

Lead inspector Alex Falconer 
said: 

"Achievement 
rates for 
apprentices on 
work-based 
learning 
programmes 
declined in 
2012/13 and were well below 
national averages. 

"However, the proportion of 
apprentices aged 16 to 18 
successfully completing their 
programmes by the due date 
was much better than that of 
their adult peers." 

But the inspectors were 
impressed by the work of 
teachers who planned 
innovative activities to improve 
entrepreneurial skills and equip 
pupils with the qualities that 
will help them secure a job in 
future. 

The report stated: "Many 
vocational areas have set up 
'learning companies' through 
which students develop

vocational skills. 

"A high number of learners 
are gaining valuable 
entrepreneurial and 
employability skills through 
these. 

"For example, learners on 
courses in independent living 
and leisure skills run a shop at 
two colleges, and public 
service students run a weekend 
car parking project." 

Specific courses, such as 
hospitality and catering, were 
rated as "outstanding". 

The colleges were last 
inspected in 2008, when they 
was also rated 
as "good". 

Activate 
Learning chief 
executive Sally 
Dicketts said: 
"We believe that 
learning 
ust equip 
students with contemporary, 
real-world skills required for 
successful employment. 

"That can only be achieved 
by working in partnership with 
employers, developing teaching 
staff who are experts in their 
field and ensuring students 
have access to new 
technologies and commercial 
environments. 

"I am delighted that the 
inspection team recognised the 
strength of our links with 
employers and with industry 
and their effectiveness in 
improving our students' 
employability. 

"Our approach is to work 


with each individual, to 
understand their needs and 
aspirations and develop 
personalised programmes to 
help them on their chosen 
career pathway. We aim to help 
develop the whole person, 
rather than simply deliver 
qualifications and we do that 


by working in collaboration. 

"This report verifies the huge 
amount of work put in by our 
teaching and management 
teams, and by the students 
themselves, to help people 
make the most of their time at 
college and make the best 
possible start to their futures." 


Police issue 
cuts warning 

CHIEF Constable Sara Thornton has 
warned Thames Valley Police may 
not be able to continue to protect 
the public if cuts deepen. 

A recent Police and Crime 
Commissioner meeting heard that 
the force had cut £58m from its 
annual budget of more than £400m 
a year through efficiency savings. 

But speaking after the meeting, 

Ms Thornton said: "The concern is 
if the level of cut in Government 
grant continues it will get 
increasingly difficult to protect the 
frontline and the people of Thames 
Valley." 

Crime commissioner Anthony 
Stansfeld also said policing the 
region's growing population could 
become a concern, adding: "Our 
biggest challenge is a rising 
population with falling budgets."

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False rape claim lands woman in prison for eight months 


A WOMAN who cried rape has been 
jailed after a judge said a secret 
video recording saved her ex¬ 
partner’s reputation. 

Sarah Boyland, of Lanchester 
Drive, Banbury, lied to police 
between April 10 and April 20 last 
year, resulting in her former 
boyfriend being arrested and held in 
police custody for 11 hours. 

The 33-year-old mother-of-two 
has now admitted one count of 


perverting the course of justice and 
was jailed on Friday for eight 
months at Oxford Crown Court. 

Judge Ian Pringle said Boyland 
had invited her ex-lover to her 
house and offered to have sex with 
him. 

But he was suspicious and 
secretly filmed the encounter. 

The judge said it was only 
because of this recording that her 
former partner, who was not named 


during the hearing, was able to 
prove beyond doubt that he was 
innocent. 

He said: “That recording saved 
him from serving a very substantial 
prison sentence. 

“Although it is not exactly the 
type thing you would expect from a 
current or even ex-partner, it 
certainly saved his bacon.” 

Terence Woods, defending, said 
that his client was in a “fragile 


state” and under the influence of 
alcohol when she made the 
complaint. 

But Judge Pringle told Boyland it 
was false allegations such as hers 
which made it so difficult for 
genuine rape victims to come 
forward. 

She was sentenced to eight 
months in prison and smiled to her 
friend in the public gallery as she 
was taken down to the cells. 


Trial continues of police constable, car repair man and wife 


Wife denies knowing 


about police force data

THE wife of a man who allegedly got his 
police officer lover to steal crash victims' 
details, told a court she thought he got the 
information from "friends and family". 

Paramjeet Kaur, 26, denied knowing the 
information her husband Raza Khan was using 
came from Thames Valley Police officer, PC Sugra 
Hanif, Winchester Crown Court was told this week. 

Hanif, 26, of Bretch Hill, Banbury, is accused of 
making a note of the personal information of 
people involved in car accidents from police 
computers and then phoning and pressuring them 
into making personal-injury claims. 

She would then pass the information on to Khan 
and the trio would allegedly pocket £600 a time 
for referring them to legal firms. 

Khan, who ran a repair garage, allegedly forced 
Hanif to access the information from Thames Valley 
Police computers. She had worked for the force 
since 2008. 

But when he was due to start his defence, Khan 
chose to not give evidence in front of the jury of 
six men and six women. 

Defence lawyer, Sukhdev Bhomra, asked 
Paramjeet Kaur: "Did you know PC Hanif was 
supplying Mr Khan with these details? Did you 
have any idea Mr Khan was getting information 
from PC Hanif?" 

She said: "No. I thought Mr Khan got the details 
from friends and family or people who had been 
recommended to go to him by other friends. 

"I didn't ask how much money he made from 
the claims. He never paid me." 

Hanif denies obtaining personal data from the

Verdict on man's 
canal death 


■ A HOMELESS man, found dead 
in a canal, died as a result of an 
accident, an inquest heard. Paul 
Mackey, 38, was found floating 
face down in the Oxford Canal 
between Little Bourton and 
Cropredy on August 12 last year 
by a group of boaters, Oxford 
Coroner's Court was told. The 
court heard the boaters had seen 
him alive at 3pm, but when they 
returned at 5.30pm they found 
him dead in the water and called 
the police. They used a boat hook 
to keep his body from floating 
away while they waited for the 
police to arrive. Mr Mackey was 
born in Germany and was not 
known to have any relatives. He 
was found to have cannabis in his 
system. Consultant pathologist Dr 
Sanjiv Manek said Mr Mackey had 
died from drowning. In his verdict 
at Oxford Coroners Court, coroner 
Darren Salter said Mr Mackey had 
fallen into the canal accidentally.

Council hotline to 


halt dog fouling 


A NORTH Oxfordshire council has set up an online 
facility for people to report dog owners who don't pick 
up after their pets. 

The move by Cherwell District Council is part of a 
crackdown on dog fouling. 

People can use the confidential service to report 
details of the owner, the dog and where it fouled. 

It will also be used by the council to target hotspots. 

The council's clean and green chief, Nigel Morris, 
said: "Our officers can't be everywhere at once but our 
residents can. By providing us with as much information 
about the dog, owner, times and locations of dog fouling 
it gives us a better chance of being in the right place at 
the right time to catch people flouting the law. 

"Cherwell provides free dog poo bags across the 
district so there is no excuse for owners to not pick up 
after their pet. This new, confidential form will enable 
people to provide us with the information we need to 
take action against those who deliberately blight the area 
for others."

Police plan to trace 
danger pesticides 


FARMERS are being warned about the sale of illegal and 
dangerous pesticides. 

Thames Valley Police is investigating the distribution 
and use of counterfeit and illegal pesticides across 
Oxfordshire as part of "Operation Silo". 

Chief Superintendent Gilbert Houalla said: "The 
Health and Safety Executive has shown that this illegal 
activity is happening across the UK. We will investigate 
to what level, if any, it is happening across the Thames 
Valley region." 

He appealed for anyone with information about 
suspicious sales to call police on 101. 

He said: "This type of crime is difficult to identify and 
spot happening, so receiving intelligence will be a vital 
part of our investigation. This is where members of the 
public and, more importantly, members of the rural and 
farming community and pesticide industry will come 
in." 

The bad pesticides can cause crop failures, damage to 
wildlife, food contamination, and also endanger the 
health of the person spraying the crops.

How repeat patients 
are dogging up A&E 


ACCIDENT and emergency staff are seeing 
some people more than 50 times in one year, 
taking up more than 1,000 consultations. 

The leader of a health watchdog said repeat visits 
were putting further pressure on A&E despite more 
suitable NHS services being available. 

The figures, obtained under the Freedom of 
Information Act, show 57 people in 2011/12 and 59 
in 12/13 attended Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital 
more than ten times. 

This resulted in 2,107 attendances, while less 
than five went more than 50 or 100 times in 
2011/12 - a total of 272 visits. 

NHS watchdog chief Lawrie Stratford said repeat 
visits "clog the system". 

Nationally, the figures showed about 12,000 
people visited ten or more times at the same unit - 
and the statistics included a patient who attended 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital 234 times in a year, 
and another who went 223 times to Sheffield's 
Northern General. 

Mr Stratford - who is chairman of the Oxfordshire 
joint health overview and scrutiny committee - said: 
"The numbers are disturbing. We need to dig deep 
to find out more." 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said the figures 
were "quite extraordinary" and added: "Clearly 
more needs to done to educate some people about 
when it's right to go to A&E and when it isn't."

About 2,000 to 2,500 people attend Oxford's 
John Radcliffe and Banbury's Horton hospitals each 
week. Both are run by the Oxford University 
Hospitals NHS Trust. 

Figures released for the week up to January 12, 
show the trust again missed a key A&E waiting 
target. 

Some 89.1 per cent were admitted, transferred or 
discharged within four hours, against a target of 95 


per cent - meaning 218 waited over that time. 

The trust has missed the target every week, apart 
from two weeks since October 21. 

And between January 9-15, figures show 44 
planned operations were cancelled - beds are often 
taken by emergency patients - and 24 incidents 
were recorded of ambulances waiting outside the 
A&E department. 

An average 133 bed-blocking incidents were 
recorded each day, where a patient is well enough 
to go home but community services are not ready to 
take them.

MP lobbies over 
tree diseases 

■ BANBURY MP Sir Tony Baldry,

Animal rescues cost 
the county £33,800

FIREFIGHTERS across 
Oxfordshire have been taking the 
traditional "cat-stuck-up-a-tree 
rescue" to a whole new level. 

Figures released under the Freedom 
of Information Act reveal they were 
called out to bizarre incidents, 
including a parrot stuck in a cage, a 
hamster jammed in an oven and a 
horse stuck in manure. 

Over the last four years, the 
Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
has rescued 181 animals - 53 pets, 28 
farm animals and 15 birds - at a total 
cost of £33,800 

But Nigel Wilson, Operations 
Commander for Oxfordshire County 
Council's Fire and Rescue Service, 
said the cost was a "tiny fraction" of 
the service's £25m annual budget. 

He said: "This is a small spend, 
when significant sums may otherwise 
have to be spent on rescuing or 
searching for members of the public 
who get into trouble when trying to 
rescue an animal themselves." 

He said the service was working to 
educate the public to try to reduce the 
figures.

Oxfordshire Fire and Rescue 
Service has a specialist team who are 
trained to rescue large animals, but 
some of the more bizarre call-outs 
included: a dog trapped in a sofa, a 
muntjac deer stuck in railings, a horse 
sunk in a manure heap, a dog stuck in 
bannisters on a staircase, a hamster 
rescued from oven, a parrot stuck in 
its cage and a call to free a cat from 
behind car dashboard. 

Mr Wilson said: "We encourage 
dog walkers to be careful in icy 
weather and ensure that dogs are kept 
on leads to keep them away from 
frozen watercourses. If a dog runs on 
to ice, it can very often give way 
under a dog's weight. Then, owners 
cannot help their animal without 
putting themselves or others in 
significant danger. 

"If messages like this are heeded, it 
will help to bring down the number of 
animal rescues we attend and the 
associated costs."

Stab-threat 
burglar gets 
prison term 


A BURGLAR has been jailed for a break-in 
where he threatened to stab a 
grandmother in her bed. 

Last week, Mark Haddock, of Harlech Close, 
Banbury, pleaded guilty to one count of burglary 
when he appeared at Oxford Crown Court. 

The 34-year-old father-of-three broke into a 
house in Sanford Green, Banbury, on July 29 last 
year using a tea towel as a mask. 

Gary Venturi, prosecuting, said Lesley Allen 
was asleep in her bed, next to her 13-year-old 
granddaughter, when she was woken by 
Haddock. 

He told Judge Patrick Eccles that Haddock 
appeared in her bedroom doorway and said: "If 
you don't give me money now I'll stab you," 

Mr Venturi said both victims were "petrified". 
Mrs Allen started screaming out for someone to 
call the police, which caused Haddock to run 
away. 

Before he escaped, Haddock stole a £50 
watch, credit card, passport, tobacco and left his

fingerprints on a plastic money bottle, Mr Venturi 
said. 

Lee Bennett, of Harrowby Road, Banbury, 
pleaded guilty to handling stolen goods after his 
prints were also found on the same money 
bottle. 

Mr Venturi said Haddock had 14 convictions 
for 37 offences, while Bennett had 66 
convictions for 136 offences. 

Passing sentence, Judge Patrick Eccles said that 
he had taken into account that last year Haddock 
had lost his wife in tragic circumstances, which 
ended a long period of him staying out of 
trouble. 

But the judge said the offence was aggravated 
by the use of threats and the presence of children 
in the house. He sentenced Haddock to three- 
and-a-half years in prison. 

Bennett received eight months in prison.

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RESULTS, just published, 
show schools in 
Oxfordshire are doing 
better than their 
counterparts in 
England when it comes 
to GCSEs. 

The Department for 
Education has released 
figures which show 
60.6 per cent of the 
county's pupils taking 
their exams at the end 
of Year 11 in 2013 got 
five A* to C grades, 
including English and 
maths. 

In the 2012 GCSE 
results, 57.9 per cent of 
pupils in the county 
reached the benchmark. 
Last year's national 
average was 59.2 per cent. 

And it is the best the county 
has done yet — marking an 
almost three percentage point 
increase on the previous year. 

Last year, the county's 
education chief, Melinda

Tilley, said it would take 
longer than a year for results to 
improve. 

But she does not want to 
rest on her laurels and is 
encouraging schools to target 
even higher results. 

Mrs Tilley said: "We are 
chuffed to meet the 60 per 
cent rate. Now we can set a 
target for 70 per cent. 

"If you get good results I 
don't think you should be 
complacent. You should strive 
for even better. 

"I am always pleased by 
how our schools are doing and 
surprised at the same time, 
and, of course, cautious. 

"But I am optimistic that we 
are on the right track now." 

Academies in Oxfordshire 
were among the highest 
performing schools in the 
county for GCSE results. 

But headteachers have said 


they are not certain the status 
is the only factor behind the 
grades. 

Seven schools in 
Oxfordshire managed to get at 
least 70 per cent of pupils to 
achieve five A* to C grades, 
including English and maths, 
and all are either academies or 
academy convertors. 

It was also good news with 
A-level results as teenagers in 
the county gained a higher 
points score for 2013. 

The score is calculated by 
the grades students get - for 
example a maximum of 300 
points is awarded for an A* 
grade. 

For 2012 the average figure 
across the county's 50 colleges 
and sixth forms, which took 
either A-Levels or the 
International Baccalaureate, 
was 703.3. 

But last year the figure 
increased to 758.4 and the 
number of organisations 
offering the exams rose to 52.

■ A PRIMARY school has been told it is taking 
"effective action" after it was judged to 
require improvement. 

Wroxton Church of England Primary School, 
in Lampitts Green, Wroxton, was told last 
September that it required improvement after 
an Ofsted visit. 

In its first monitoring visit, which took place 
this month, inspector Daniel Towl said senior 
leaders and governors were taking effective 
action to tackle the areas requiring 
improvement. 

The initial inspection said: "Pupils do not 
develop their writing fast enough. 
Consequently, there are weaknesses in 
handwriting, spelling, punctuation and 
grammar."

■ New statistics show a 40 -year low 


No joy over 
drop in road 
deaths tally 


THE annual carnage on Oxfordshire roads 
fell to a 40-year low last year, claiming 19 
lives. 

Chief Inspector Henry Parsons, head of the 
Thames Valley Police roads unit, said: "This is no 
celebration. We want that figure to be zero." 

And while the number of fatal accidents fell 32 
per cent - from 28 in 2012 - the Oxfordshire

County Council figures reveal that there were 299 
accidents in which people were seriously injured. 
That is a rise on the 279 that happened in 2012. 

Chief Insp Parsons said he thought the fact 
there were fewer deaths was partly due to 
improved car safety and safer road layouts. 

He said the police role of regular drink-driving 
checks and handing out speeding tickets had also 
helped to drive down the figure. 

Education was key, he added, as over seven 
years 19,000 young people in the Thames Valley 
had been shown the dangers of driving through 
the "Safe Drive, Stay Alive" campaign. 

Nicci Saunders became an ambassador for the 
road safety charity Brake after her partner, Joe 
Wilkins, a part-time firefighter, was killed on his 
bicycle in May 2012. 

Forty-year-old Ms Saunders said: "It doesn't 
matter how safe your car is, it is how good the 
driver is behind the wheel. 

"Because of what has happened to Joe, I realise 
how seriously just one mistake can change 
someone's life."

Steve Jefferies lost his 18-year-old daughter, 

Livi, when she crashed into an oncoming car in 
Adderbury in 2011. 

Mr Jefferies, 63, said school pupils needed to 
be taught what dangers there were on the roads 
and perhaps impose restrictions on new drivers - 
such as a requirement to have a family member in 
the car for their first year behind the wheel, or a 
curfew limiting them to the road between 7am 
and 10pm. 

He said: "Things like that would cut the 
number of fatalities down by a huge percentage." 

But he said: "There are always going to be 
people killed on the road, it's inevitable. 

"You don't have to be racing. You don't have to 
be drinking to have an accident. Some people are 
lucky and some people get away with it. But my 
daughter was unlucky." 

Oxfordshire County Council's Fire and Rescue 
Service launched the 365alive road safety 
campaign in 2006 in a bid to save 365 lives 


through education by 201 6. 

Mick Clarke, the service's road safety manager, 
said his team was constantly trying to come up 
with new ways of spreading road safety messages. 

He said: "Nobody leaves their house in the 
morning with the intention of having an accident. 
But it only takes a couple of things to go wrong. 

"What I want to do is get people out of the 
mindset 'It couldn't happened to me' - because it 
could happen to anyone." 

Tony Kirkwood, from Oxfordshire County 
Council's road safety team, said increased safety 
measures at accident blackspots had also helped 
to cut the loss of life on Oxfordshire's roads. 

But he warned: "We should take care to point 
out that while the long-term trend is for less fatal 
accidents on our roads, year-to-year comparisons 
can be fickle. 

"We cannot assume that 2014, and the years 
looking forward, will continue to see totals as low 
as 2013."

A udiences have turned 
out for decades to be 
delighted by its shows. It 
is almost an Oxfordshire 
institution in its own right. 

Despite having just 200 seats, 
Chipping Norton Theatre received 
53,776 annual visitors in 2013 and 
now the curtain is raising for its 
40th anniversary year. 

"We are looking in two 
directions," said artistic director 
John Terry. "Back to the theatre's 
roots and also forward to the 
future." 

A gallery of pictures from 
throughout the theatre's history will 
be on display alongside amusing 
letters of complaint about the 
language sometimes used in its 
productions of years gone by. 

As well as productions and 
exhibitions, it also hosts hundreds 
of community outreach events every 
year. 

The town is proud of its little 
theatre and its shows, including the 
popular Christmas pantomime. 

The local council donates £2,500 
from a budget it sets aside to help 
volunteer organisations. 

Mayor Michael Tysoe said: "That 
goes to show how important we 
think it is. It has become part of our 
community." 

Notable local residents who 
regularly watch the annual 
Christmas pantomime with their 
families include Prime Minister 
David Cameron, who tries to attend 
every year, Top Gear presenter

But the theatre comes from 
humble beginnings. 

Its home, originally called the 
Citadel, was once a Salvation Army 
building that had fallen into 
disrepair after being briefly used as 
a furniture store. 

It was then discovered by 
founders John and Tamara Malcolm, 
who promptly snapped it up in 
1973 after they had put on four 
successful Christmas performances 
of Beauty and the Beast in the town 
hall. 

The couple, who were both Royal 
Shakespeare Company actors, 
deployed all their wits and charm to 
coax donations out of trusts, 
councils, fundraising groups and 
even an anonymous benefactor, 
who offered them the princely sum 
of £6,500. 

The next year they would also 
obtaine a grant from the Calouste 
Gulbenkian Foundation - which 
allowed them to buy a cottage next 
door for conversion into a bar and 
gallery. 

By 1975 they finally opened in 
an event led by Tom Baker, the 
actor playing The Doctor in Doctor 
Who at the time. 

And 16 years later they also 
managed to stump up the cash 
through fundraising to purchase 7 
Goddard's Lane, now the theatre's 
box office. 

With that addition came extra 
space for rehearsals, dressing rooms 
and offices. 

In 1996 the theatre underwent a 
major refurbishment, costing more 
than £1 m. It was funded through 
public and private donations. 

As part of the improvements, 
renowned European artist Graham 
Rust was commissioned to produce 
murals, which can now be seen in 
the bar. 

By 2002 Tamara Malcolm, who 
had been theatre director from the 
beginning, decided to pass on the 
mantle to Caroline Sharman - but 
not before receiving an MBE for her 
services to the theatre.

Ms Sharman would go on to 
captain the ship until 2007, when 
current director John Terry assumed 
the role. 

Under his tenure, it has 
performed nine in-house 
productions and will embark on its 
first tour this September with its 
own version of Around the World in 
80 Days. 

"People seem to enjoy the things 
we have been doing," said Mr Terry. 
"The numbers show they really 
value us. 

"We feel very strongly that we do 
not want to just be a venue for the 
privileged, and so we try to keep 
our ticket prices as low as 
possible. 

"That is something we want to 
continue, and so we'll be looking 
for support from local groups to 
help see us through the next 40 
years . . ." 

The next upcoming production 
will be Alarms and Excursions. This 
is a series of short sketches focusing 
on the technology and headaches of 
modern life, penned by award¬ 
winning writer Michael Frayn. It will 
debut on February 27.

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Academy Awards miss out 
on a sparkling little gem

I n a year littered with terrific films 
and eye-catching performances, 
one or two gems were always 
going to be short-changed at the 
Academy Awards nominations. 

Few could have predicted that 
Joel and Ethan Coen, who won four 
golden statuettes for No Country 
For Old Men and Fargo , would be 
among those casualties when they 
were armed with this delightful and 
artfully composed comedy drama. 

Admittedly, Inside Llewyn Davis 
moves to its own soft beat, the 
colour palette is earthy and the 
humour dry rather than laugh-out- 
loud funny. But the script is 
peppered with polished one-liners, 
the direction elegant and 
performances are exemplary. 

Every frame beautifully harks 
back to the Greenwich Village folk 
scene of the early 1960s. 

Like the central character, 
essayed by Oscar Isaac who should 
have usurped Christian Bale on the 
Oscars shortlist, the Coens' film has 
been unfairly overshadowed. 

Isaac plays the eponymous 
musician, who has yet to recover 
from the suicide of his singing 
partner. He ricochets from one gig 
to the next, begging for temporary 
refuge on the couches of friends 
including Mitch Gorfein (Ethan 


Phillips) and his wife Lillian (Robin 
Bartlett). 

By accident, Llewyn lets out the 
Gorfeins' cat and he embarks on a 
mission to track down the feline 
before his hosts notice the animal is 
missing. 

Thankfully, Llewyn locates the 
animal but since he is unable to 
return it to the locked apartment, 
the singer-songwriter takes his four¬ 
legged nemesis to the flat of friends 
Jim (Justin Timberlake) and Jean 
(Carey Mulligan), who are also a 
singing duo. 

Jean's frustrations with Llewyn 
soon boil over. 

"Everything you touch turns to 
s *** _ |j|< e King Midas's idiot 
brother!" she seethes, eventually 
revealing the source of her ire. 

Llewyn still crashes at Jean and 
Jim's flat, with a cheery Army recruit 
and aspiring folk singer called Troy 
Nelson (Stark Sands). 

"Did you meet Elvis?" enquires 
Oscar casually. 

"No, I did not meet Private 
Presley," Troy crisply responds. 

When the Gorfeins' cat escapes 
for a second time, Llewyn resigns 
himself to telling them the horrible 
truth and heads to Chicago for an 
important audition in the company 
of drug-addicted jazz musician 
Roland Turner (John Goodman) and 
his driver, Johnny Five (Garrett 
Hedlund). 

Interspersed with musical 
performances by the cast, Inside 
Llewyn Davis is another offbeat 
character study from the Coens 
proving what goes around, comes 
around.
